imports of the principal

which our exports are sent, with the 
purpose of determining whether 
the 


reduction in purchases .of products of 
the United States was due to larger 
purchases from other sources by thoso 
countries, respectively, or whether the 
reduced value of their respective im- 
ports from us was merely a part of a

Upon tho evil effects of fight laciug, although like others we cannot help 
reading of the anti-corset, societies in certain places. 
\Ve do 
not 
know 


whether it would lie isise to abolish the corset altogether. 
AVe assume. (!m!, 


it is the abuse of the corset rather than its proper use. Hint does the harm. 
Very .few men wnnr corsets, although some might be»more shapely if thcv 
did. Yet had we a choice of evils we would rather appear unshapely than 
lie classed witli the cffciiiimilB dudes who wear corsets. It is an admitted 
fact that very young girls should not be allowed (o wear corsets al all. 


In order to be able to comply with the request contained in Ihe coin- 


Jininiealidi) at the head of this article we have consulted several medical 
works and have found in the -works of one author, namely Louis .Barkan, 
Jl. D.' a flood of light, upon this subject. 
We cannot do better under the, 


circumstances than quote the more important, part of what he savs on this j 
subject. It is as follows:-— 


The corset is used in a most unreasonable manner 
so fre- 


quently that the wish to see it discarded absolutely is 
a 
very 


prevalent one. 
This however, is not to be expected and. if due 


attention bo paid to tho rational construction and sensible wearing 
of the garment, is unnecessary. For women it should be 
so 
ar- 


ranged that the region .lust below tho ribs mny not be compressed; 
lor, around the pit of the stomach arc grouped in the interior of 


. the body tho most important vital organs, tho heart nnd lungs 


above, the diaphragm, and the liver, stomach, and spleen below it. 
The normal action of these organs suffers, of course, by compres- 
sion. 


"The dire effects of tight lacing are very evident 
in 
some 


cases: 
the liver, and sometimes the nplocn, show grooves caused 


by .the pressure of the ribs and of 
the 
sharp 
extremity 
of 
the 


breast bone. How could such organs continue to act normally? It. 
is impossible, and the purification of the blood as well as the for- 
mation of the bile are impeded by tho crippled condition of the or- 
gans upon which they depend. 


-The surgeon knows very well the weakening effect of corsets 


upon the muscles they compress. A leg just released from a plas- 
ter-oC-puris casing, which bus held it far more loosely 
than 
a 


corset, is nevertheless emaciated and remains weak for a certain 


• time. Still more does the corset, instead of improving the figure, 


utterly disfigure it by rendering the muscles of the hack and chest 
more or less incapable of use. No one would think of putting a 
paralyzed arm into a splint; on the contrary one would exercise it, 
employ it, apply massage to it: but a weak 
bnek we swathe in 


bandages, instend of bathing, rubbing, and exercising it: in other 
words, wo complete the. paralyzing process. 


"'A second effect of wearing corsets is the restraint they im- 


pose upon the movements of respiration. 
If wo measure with a 


spirometur the quantity of air which can he inhaled 
and 
that 


which can be exhaled, we find that from twenty to 
thirty-four 


per cent, less air is inhaled beneath a. tightly-fitting corset than 
when the, corset is loosely worn. 
Such a sequence must inevitably 


deplete the circulation and predispose to cor-sumption. 


"Another effect of corsets is the mechanical pressure exerted 


upon tho contents of the thoracic and abdominal cavities, which, 
according to numerous estimates, should weigh in the adult be- 
tween twelve and eighteen pounds. 
This weight, which rests di- 


rectly upon the waistband, bears much more heavily upon it by 
reason of the constancy of the pressure, while it causes the whole 
structure of the rib-wall to bo displaced and the liver 
to 
bo so 


impinged upon that its right extremity adheres to the chest-wall 
by little more than a single thin band of ligament. 
The upward 


effect of tliis pressure is to cause stagnation of 
blood 
in 
the 


heart and lungs, and often in the brain as 
well: 
the 
downward 


pressure affects organs less closely adherent, and is, therefore, lia- 
ble not only to cnuse similar interference with the blood current, 
but also numerous displacements and deformities."

Woman Says 


Fire of a rather suspicious nature 


lirnkc out early yesterday morning In 
a hou.fn in bincnln street belonging to 
Holjert D. Rnrtlctt. 
w'lu-n the depart - 


ment arrived on the scene the flames 
had spread through tho partitions and 
reachod the ruof, and bcl'ore the blaze 
was extinguished the house \vas badly 
damaged. 


Tho fact that the lire started in two 


distinct places in the house 
caused 


-1: Chief Hosmer of the lire department to 


report the matter to the local police, 
as well as the state police. 


The only occupant of the house at 


the time wns a woman named Adorns, 
who claimed that she lost ?GOO. 
She 


said that she had the money- sewed up 
in a velvet sacque and felt sure that 
it was taken by a man who had been 
prowling about the house. 


Tho police visited tho woman yes- 


terday but wcrn unable to £et much 
information from her. 


About four o'clock Sunday 
morning 


* 
while a milkman was passing throtiKh 
Lincoln street he noticed that smoko 
was pouring from the house. He has- 
tened to the Lincoln street hose com- 
pany-nearby and awakened the firemen 
and the latter were soon on the scene. 


When the Ihvmen arrived they found 


that the blaze wns too big for them lo 
cope with and an alarm was sent in. 


- One of the first things that the firemen 


did was to make a thorough search of 
the house for airs Adams, whom thoy 
supposed was in the- building. Their 
search was fruitless, but 
about 
ten 


minutes later while the members of 
the protective wore- trying to make an 
entrance in the cellnr in the rear of 


the building the woman, who had been 
standing under a piazza, jumped out 
and started to scream in an excited 


; manner. 
i 
The fire, was extinguished after con- 


siderable difficulty, though not before 


I it had burned up through the parti- 
tions and destroyed a portion of the 
roof. 


Chief Hosmer made an investigation 


and found that one lire had started 
in a bedroom while tho other had its 
origin in the rear of the stove in the 
kitchen. 


Mrs. Adams, who was In a very agi- 


tated state of mind, told the chief that 
she hod $000 sewed up in a sacque and 
that she had lost it. 
She later said 


that the amount wns $600. She also 
said that she had seen a man in tho 
house during the early pa'rt of the 
night and thought that lie stole the 
money and then set fire to the house 


The house was in a state of disorder, 


all of the goods having been packed 
and stored against the front door with 
the exception of a couple, of beds and 
a stove. The woman said that the rest 
of her family had gone to Pawtucket, 
R. I., and she was getting ready to 
move there also. 


It was evident that Mrs. Adams had 


not removed her clothing all night for 
when the firemen found her she was 
dressed with the\ exception 
of 
her 


slices. How a man could get Into the 
house appears rather strange when It 
was found that there was a big dog in 
the house with the woman all the time. 


The police are still working on the 


! matter.

Eliot as president of the National Con- 
servation association today authorized 
a statement on the dangers of monopj 
llstic control of the sources of power 
in this country which is declared to h"> 
urgent. The statement is in the form 
of an appeal to the American, .people 
and deals particularly with the much 
discussefl question of the coal fields of 
Alaska and sheds new light on that sit- 
uation. The statement is as follows; 


"The association is convinced of t'.T;

We regret to say that we are not an authority on corsets nor even 


upon the evil effects of tight lacing-, although like others we cannot help 
reading of the anti-corset societies iu certain places. We do not 
know 


whether it would be. wise to abolish the corset altogether. We assume thai 
it is the abuse of the corset rather than its proper use that does the harm. 
Very few men wear cursels, although some might be more shapely if thev 
did. Yet had we a. choice of evils we would rather appear unshapely llinn 
be classed with (he effeminate dudes who wear corsets. H is an admitted 
fact that very young girls should not be allowed to wear corsets at all. 


In order to be able tn comply with the request contained in the com- 


munication at the hcnd of this article we have consulted several medical 
works and have found in the works of one author, namely Louis Barkan, 
M. I)., n flood of light upon this subject. 
We cannot do better under the 


circumstances than quote the more important part of what he says on this 
subject. II is us follows:— 


The corset is used in a most unreasonable manner 
so 
fre- 


quently Hint tho. wish to sec it discarded absolutely is 
a 
very 


prevalent one. 
This however, In not to be expected a"nd, if due 


attention he paid to the rational construction and sensible wearing 
of the garment, is unnecessary. For women it should he so 
ar- 


ranged that tho ri'Rion just below the ribs may not he compressed; 
for, around the pit of the stomach are grouped In the Interior of 
the body the most important vital organs, the heart and 
lunjjR 


above the diaphragm, and the liver, stomach, and spleen below, it. 
The normal action of these organs suffers, of course, by compres- 
sion. 


"The dire effects of tight lacing aro very evident 
in 
some 


cases: 
the liver, und sometimes the spleen, show grooves caused 


» 
by the pressure of the ribs and of 
the 
sharp extremity 
of 
the 


breast bone. How could Kuch organs continue to act normally? It 
is impossible, and tho purification of the blood as well as the for- 
mation of tho bills are impeded by the crippled condition of the or- 
gans upon which they depend. 


"The surgeon knows very well the weakening effect of corsets 


uporythe muscles they compress. A. leg- just released from a plas- 
ter-of-paris casing, which has held it far more loosely 
than 
a 


corset, is nevertheless emaciated and remains weak for a certain 
time. Still more does thu corset, Instead of improving the figure, 
utterly disfigure it by rendering the musclos of the back and chest 
more or lens incapable of use. No one would think of putting a 
paralyzed arm Into a splint; on the contrary one would exercise it, 
employ it, apply massage to it: but a weak 
back we swathe in 


. bandages, instead of bathing, nibbing, and exercising it: in other 


words, we complete the paralyzing process; 


'"A second effect of wearing corsets is the restraint they im- 


pose upon the movements of respiration. 
If we measure -with a 


spiromctcr the quantity of air which can he inhaled 
and 
that 


which can lie exhaled, we find that from twenty to thirty-four 
per cent, less air is inhaled beneath a tightly-fltling corset than 
when the corset is loosely worn. Such a sequence must inevitably 
deplete the circulation and predispose to consumption. 


"Another effect of corsets Is the mechanical pressure exerted 


upon the contents of the Ihoracic and abdominal cavities, which, 
according to numerous estimates, should weigh in the adult be- 
tween twelve and eighteen pounds. This weight, which rests di- 
rectly upon the waistband, hears much more heavily upon it by 
reason of the constancy of the pressure, while it causes the whole 
structure of tho rib-wall to be displaced and the liver to be so 
impinged upon that its right extremity adheres to the chest-wail 
by little more than a single thin hand of ligament. 
The upward 


effect of this pressure in to cause stagnation of 
blood 
in the, 


heart am) IUIIK.S and often in the brain as 
well: 
the downward 


pressure aff.ec.ts organs less closely mlhernnt, nnd i.-, therefore, lia- 
ble not only to cause similar interference with the blood current, 
but also numerous displacements and deformities."

SKETCHES AT THE LINCOLN STREET FIRE IN WHICH A ROLL OI' 


MONEY WAS BURNED, 


In Which Aged Woman Says 


100 Was Burned 


Fire of a- rftthcr auspicious nature 


broke out early-'yestefday morning In 
a liouso In Lincoln street belonging to j 
Hobert D. Bartlett.- When the depart- : 
ment arrived on tne scene tlie flnrnes 
had spread through the partitions and 
reached tho roof, and before the blaze 
was extinguished^ the house was badly 
damaged. 


The fact that the fire started in two 


distinct places in the house 
caused 


Chief Hosmer of the fire department to 
report the matter to the local police 
nB well as the s.tate police. 


The only occupant of the house at 


the time was a woman named Adams, 
who.claimed that she lost ?GOO. 
She 


said that she had the money sewed up 


• in a velvet sacque and felt sure that 
it was tahen by a man who had been 
prowling about the house. 


The police visited the woman yes- 


terday but were unable to get much 
information from her. 


About four o'clock Sunday 
morning 


while a milkman was passing through 
Lincoln street he. noticed that smoke 
was pouring from the house. He has- 
tened to the Lincoln street hose com- 
pany nearby and awakened the firemen 
and the latter were soon on the scene. 


When the flr*mfm arrived they found 


that the blaze was too big for them to 
cope with and an alarm was sent in. 
One of the first things that the firemen 
did was to make n thorough search of 
the house for Mrs Adams, whom they 
supposed was In the building. 
Their 


search was-fruitless, but 
about 
ten 


minutes later while the members of 
the protective were trying to make an 
entrance in the cellar in the rear of 


the building the woman, who had been 
standing under a piazza, lumped out 
and started to scream in an excited 
manner. 


The fire was .extinguished after con- 


siderable difficulty, though not before 
it had burned up through the parti- 
tions and destroyed a portion 'of the 
roof. 


Chief Hosmer made an investigation 


and found that one fire had started 
in a bedroom while the other had its 
origin in the rear of the stove in the 
kitchen. 


Mrs. Adams, who was in a very agi- 


tated state of mind, told the chief thai 
she had S!)00 sewed up in a'sacrjue and 
that she had lost it. 
She later said 


that the amount .was $600. She also 
said that she had seen a man in the 
house during the early part of the 
night and thought that he stole tht 
money and then set (Ire to the house 


The house was in a state of disorder 


all of the goods having been packet 
and stored against the front door witl 
the exception of a couple of -beds anc 
a stove. The woman said that the rest 
o[ her family had gone to Pawtucket 
R. I., and she was getting ready to 
move there also. 


It was evident that Mrs. Adams hat 


not removed her clothing all night for 
when the firemen found her she 
^ 


dressed with the exception 
of 
her 


shoes. How a man could get into tin 
house appears rather strange when i 
was found that there was a big dog in 
the house with the woman all the time 


The police are still working on th 


matter.

Gives a Decision Against Dealers 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—That the law requiring dealers in 
oleo- 


margarine to make .returns of tbeir business applies to corporations was 
held by the supreme court, of the United States today in deciding the case 
of tbe United States vs. the Union Supply Co. in favor of tbe government. 
The Union company operates in Cnmden, N. J., where it was indicted for 
not making the returns required by tbe law, but the United States district 
court for the district of New Jersey quashed the indictment on the grounds 
that the law applied to individuals only and not to corporations. The 
opinion of the supreme court was announced by Justice 
Holmes nnd 


reversed the decision of the district court.

.We regret to say that we are not an authority on corsets nor even 


upon the evil effects of tight lacing, although like others we cannot help 
reading of the anti-corset societies in certain places. We do not 
know 


whether it would be wise to abolish the corset altogether. We assume thnl 
it is the abuse of the corset rather than its proper use that does the harm. 
•Very, few men wear corsets, although some might be more shapely if they 
did. Yet had we a choice of evils we would rather appear unshapely than 
be classed with the effeminate dudes who wear corsets. It is nn -admitted 
fact that very young girls should not be allowed to wear corsets at all. 


In order to be able to comply with the request contained in the com- 


munication at ihe head of this article we have consulted several medical 
works and hnve found in the works of one author, namely Louis Barton, 
M. D., n. flood of light upon this subject. 
We cannot do better under the 


circumstances than quote the more important part of what he says on this 
subject. It ie as follows:— 


The corset is used in a most unreasonable manner so 
fre- 


quently that tho wish to see it discarded absolutely is 
a very 


prevalent one. 
This however, is not to he expected and, if due 


attention be paid to the rational construction and senaJblo wearing 
of the garment, is unnecessary. For women it should be so 
ar- 


ranged that the region just below the ribs may not be compressed; 
for, around the pit of the stomach are grouped in the interior of 
the body the most important vital organs, the heart and iungs 
above the diaphragm, and the liver, stomach, and spleen below it. 
The normal action of these orgnnn suffers, of course, by compres- 
sion. 


"The dire effects of tight lacing are very evident in 
some 


cases: 
the liver, and sometimes the spleen, show grooves canned 


by the pressure of the ribs and of the 
sharp 
extremity 
of the 


breast bone. How could such organs continue to act normally? It 
is impossible, and the purification of the blood as well as the for- 
mation of the bile are impeded by the crippled condition of tho or- 


,' 
gans upon which they depend. 


' 
"The surgeon knows very well the weakening effect of corsets 


upon the muscles they compress. A leg just released from a plas- 
tor-of-paris casing, which has held it far more loosely 
than 
a 


corset, is nevertheless emaciated and remains weak for a certain 
time. Still more does the corset, instead of improving the figure, 


V 
utterly disfigure it by rendering the muscles of the back and chest 
more or loss incapable of use. No one would think of putting a 
paralyzed arm into a splint; on the contrary one would exercise it, 
employ it, apply massage to it: but a weak 
back we swathe in 


bandages, instead of bathing, rubbing, and exercising it: in other 
words, we complete the paralyzing process. 


'"A second effect of wearing corsets is the restraint they im- 


pose upon the movements of respiration. If we measure with a 
spirometer the quantity of air which can be inhaled 
and 
that 


which can be exhaled, we find that from twenty to 
thirty-four 


per cent, less air is inhaled henenth a tightly-fitting1 corset than 
when the cnrset is loosely worn. Such a sequence must inevitably 
deplete the circulation and predispose to consumption. 


"Another 
effect of corsets is the mechanical pressure exerted 


upon the contents of the thoracic and abdominal cavities, which, 
according to numerous estimates, should weigh in the adult be- 
tween twelve and eighteen pounds. This weight, which rests di- 
rectly upon the waistband, hears much more heavily upon it by 
reason of the constancy of the pressure, while it causes the whole 
structure of the rib-wall to be displaced and the liver to 
be so 


impinged upon that its right extremity adheres to the cheat-wall 
by little more thnn a pinglfi thin hnnd of ligament. 
Tho upward 


effect of this pressure is to muse strtpnntion of 
Mnod 
in 
the 


heart and lungs, and often in the brain as 
well; 
the downward 


pressure affects organs less closely adherent, and is, therefore, lia- 
ble not only to cause similar interference with the blood current, 
hut also Humorous displacements and deformities."

broke out early yesterday morning in 
a house In Lincoln street belonging to 
Robert D. Bartlott. When tho depart- 
ment arrived on tho scene the flamus 
had spread through the partitions and 
reached tho roof, and before the blaze 
was extinguished the house was badly 
damaged. 


The tact that the fire started In two 


distinct places in tho house 
caused 


Chief Hosmer of tho fire department tu 
report the matter to the local police 
as well as the state police.
